RAISED IN DOWNTOWN BARS 


2% Cents a Drink for Bottled 
Liquor, and 10 Cents a Glass 
and 15 Cents a Bottle for Beer.

WEEK'S SHIP TOL ANS 
SMALLEST OF U-BOAT re 


Total Loss to Worlfl’s Tonnage Dur- 
ing Campaign Only Two-thirds 
of That Claimed by Germany. 

LONDON, Oct. 4.—Eleven British 
merchantmen of more than 1600 
tons each and two vessels under.1600 
tohs were sunk by mines or’ sub- 
marines last week, according to the 
Rritish’ Admiralty statement made 
public last evening. The arrivals 
were 2680 and sailings 2742. No 
fishing vessels were sunk. British 
merchant vessels unsuccessfully at- 
tacked, including seven previously, 
numbered 16. 

The foregoing statement again 
lowers the aggregate cf merchant- 
men sunk by mines or submarines 
during any week since Germany be- 
gan her intensified submarine cam- 
paign. Fifteen vessels were sunk the 
previous week, which was the tow 
record since February. 

The total of all losses to world’s 
shipping since Germany’s ruthless 
U-boatcwar went into effect aggre- 
gates about two-thirds of that 
claimed by the Germans in a state- 
ment.issued Sept. 1. At that time the 
Germans alleged that an average of 
900,000 tons had been sunk monthly 
for seven months. The actual) to- 
tals of tonnage sunk compiled here 
show that not even during the most 
successful month for the U-boats— 
April—have the figures reached any 
such proportion, while the August 
losses dropped to almost half the 
April figure.

Conflict on ‘‘Chemin-de- 
Dames’ Battlefield. 


GREATER THAN VERDUN 


For Five Months Key to Paris 
Approach Has Furnished a 
Spectacle of Great War. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
FRENCH FRONT, Aug. 29.—To 
say “‘ I came from the battlefield of 


the Chemin des Dames’’—the Ladies’ 
road—stamps a French soldier in the 
popular mind today as a hero. Ver- 
dun had seized the popular imagina- 
tion owing to its position as the door 
through which the Germans hoped to 
break to reach the heart of France. 
Even the battle of Verdun, in which 
the French,.by their long-suffering 
determination to resist, succeeded 
in thoroughly defeating the Ger- 
mans, is considered by some observ- 
ers a lesser operation than that of 
the Chemin des Dames, whose pos- 
session means.the command of the 
great road to the north by which the 
Germans must retreat. 
The outcome of this great battle 
at the date of writing has not been 
determined finally. All that the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press, 
who has followed the operations 
closely, can affirm is that the French, 
after their first capture of the fa- 
mous road with all its observatories 
as a result of their offensive begun 
on April 16, have been able to ho!d 
all their gains, to inflict almost un- 
believable losses on the picked troops 
of the German Crown Prince’s army 
and to resist successfully all the furi- 
ous counter attacks of the Germans.

At Ver- 
dun it was always to retire without | 
great disadvantage for a certain dis- | 
tance—which may be called the) 
maneuvering area—owing to the na- 
ture of the ground with its succes- 
sive ranges of hills and intervening 
valleys. On the Chemin des Dames 
it has been necessary to hold on, for 
should either side retire for more 
than a few feet the other side gained 
the advantage of the observatories, 
permitting a close watch over all | 
that went on in the adversary’s lines. | 
There are here no definite lines of | 
trenches, no fields of barbed wire and | 
no shelters, and the two adversaries | 
are always open to sudden inroads 
and have to fight hand-to-hand to | 
hold their positions. 

The crest on which the Chemin Ses 
Dames runs is like a knife-blade at 
many parts, over the edge of which | 
tthe enemy may not be allowed to. 
peep. Till now the French have al- | 
ways been able to retain their out-| 
look over the edge and, full of con- | 
fidence in themselves, they intend to' 
keep it until the time comes for a 
further advance.

“Loyalty” has another guess coming. 
“Jayhawker” is neither a banker nor a 
moneyed plutocrat; nor did he in 1896 argue 
for the gold standard. As a matter of fact, 
in early days he maintained “greenback” 
sentiments, as much as did “Loyalty” did 
he deplore the “crime of 1893 and execrate 
the bankers for issuing ‘John Smith’ certi- 
ficates in 1907.” 

But, whatever his sentiments may be, he 
is, as was.

It would not make 
an iota of difference to them how strong 
the Government behind the greenbacks 
may be; they want their pound of flesh. 
And should any aggregation of people be- 
come numerous enough to support a green- 
back movement, the money interests would 
at once baw! them out as “traitors.” 

The fact that the selling of Liberty 
Bands advertise strongly their interest- 
bearing and non-taxable features as much 
as, {f not more than, the patriotic element, 
is ample proof for the argument that there 
are not enough moneyed patriots in the 
country to make a non-interest bearing 
bond issue a success. ‘Tis sad, but ‘tis true, 

I say amen to “Loyalty’s” assertion that 
“it is a crime to foist upon the coming 
generation an interest-begring debt, which 
it will take centuries to pay.”

Our Useless Prisoners, 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Permit me to add my approval to the sug- 
gestion of Gov. Gardner In the A. H. Fred- 
erick matter. The Governor, it is said, inti- 
mates that Mr. Frederick should be paroled 
because he ts “broken in health and spirit 
and that he can never be of any gfervice to 
the State as a prisoner.” ~ It is perfectly 
clear from Mr. Frederick's past that he may 
be of great service to the State, if set free, 
by putting other people’s money into circu- 
lation. By inereasing the currency he may 
thus eoOmewhat reduce the high cost of liv- 
ing. In that line Mr. Frederick could be 
of especial value as cashier of a bank or 
trust company. The Governor's suggestion 
shows that the Governor himself is a keen 
man of business and profound penologist, 
but his idea should be carried further. 

Hereafter, when any man is charged with 
murder, burglary, embezzlement, forgery or 
any other crime, he should be permitted to 
make his defense by showing that he “can 
never be of any service to the State as a 
prisoner,” and on that showing stand ac- 
quitted., 

Mr, Frederick has goiter and everybody 
knows that no man with goiter can ever be 
many good as a prisoner, though he may be 
all right as a real estate man or a banker. 
Perhaps it would be well to have a stafute 
that goiter itself should be a defense to any 
criminal charge. Of course, this might lead 
to people cultivating goiter to enable them 
eafely.to pursue crime as a business.

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THE NEW FEDERAL TAX LAW. 


tax bill go into effect immediately on approval 
by the President. Others, like the increase in 
postage, become operative on a designated date 
in the early future. Still others, like those af- 
fecting profits and incomes, apply since Jan. 1 
last and so are retroactive for at least nine 
months. 

Older Americans, who thought they had learned 
something about the resourcefulness of the Fed- 
eral tax collector during our Civil War -will find 
in the bill new object lessons on the ingenuity 
and capacity that may be embodied in revenue 
raising. It is estimated that no less than 5,000,000 
persons who heretofore have known nothing 
about burdens in support of the Federal Govern- 
ment, aside from such disguised burdens as are 
borne when tobacco or oleomargarine or alco- 
holic refreshments or tariff-taxed imports are pur- 
chased, are made by the bill direct contributors 
to the treasury at Washington. 

While no tax on land values is imposed—such 
a tax so devised as to penalize holdings of unoc- 
cupied and unutilized lands would have inaugu- 
rated a wise departure—practically all forms of 
wealth are seized on and made to contribute to 
the work of carrying on the war. The greater 
the wealth, the larger is the proportional contri- 
bution it is forced to pay under progressive in- 
creases in the rate. Incomes from land values 
and the profits made in realty dealings will be 
forced to pay huge sums for Government pur- 
poses. 

When peace comes, of course, some rates will 

be lowered, aggregate burdens will be lightened 
and certain of the more irksome and inconvenient 
forms of stamp and other taxes will be abolished. 
But nothing could be farther from the truth than 
the supposition that the chief features of the bill 
are to continue during the period of war only. 
Americans are about to be habituated under the 
bill to burdens and devices in taxation that will 
continue to be familiar during many years of the 
future. 
It will be a long time after the war before the 
Government settles down to the former scale of 
expenditure, if it ever does. Soldier relief must 
be provided for. The war debt must be paid off. 
The interest on that debt will require sums equal 
to the total of several of the largest annual appro- 
priation bills of the past. 

The conscription of wealth will go on long after 
the conscription of men has ceased. Some of the 
taxes under the bill, those shown to be most ef- 
fective as producers of revenue, will be paid by 
the children of the men who will pay them this 
year for the first time. 

The justification of the new burdens is the win- 
ning of the war in which defeat is unthinkable.

JAPAN’S MONROE DOCTRINE. 

In words necessarily different but even more 
explicit than those employed by President Mon- 
roe in 1823, Viscount Ishii, speaking at the May- 
or’s banquet on Saturday evening, said: 

The slightest disturbance in China immedi- 
ately reacts upon Japan. Our trade there is 
larger and increasing; it is valuable to us and 
China is our friendly neighbor, with vast and 
increasing potentialities for trade. 

Circumstances for which we are in no sense 
responsible, gave us certain rights on Chinese 
territory, but in no time in the past and at no 
time in the future, do we, or will we, seek to 
take territory from China or despofl China of 
her rights. We wish to be and to always con- 
tinue to be the sincere friend and helper of 
our neighbor, for we are more interested than 
anyone else except China in good government 
there, only We must at all times for self-pro- 
tection prevent other nations from doing what 
we have no right to do, 

Not only will we not seek to assall the in- 
tegrity of the sovereignty of China. but we 
will eventually be prepared to defend and 
maintain the same integrity and independence 
of China against any aggressor. For we know 
that our own landmarks would be threatened 
by any outside invasion or interference in 
' China.

‘*After all, the status of France and England has 
not been exactly that of police. A policeman, of 
course, would ask nothing for himself when the dan- 
ger was past. That is not, however, to be expected 
of nations. This country could do it because its sac- 
rifice has been light; but let us not deceive ourselves 
with believing that when the war ends the French, 
British, Belgians and Italians are going to accept 
Germany’s mere word that she is going to be good. 

‘*Mr. Wilson’s nice distinction between the German 
Government and the German people merely relates to 
our feeling—not theirs. We have had indusputable 
proof that the whole German nation has connived at 
this carnival of frightfulness—this sack of civiliza- 
tion itself. That being the case, the whole German 
nation must pay. It is not enough that someone be 
made the goat. The allies will never accept that, and 
we are fooling ourselves with our own sophistry if 
we think they will. What they will do, whether we or 
Russia want it or not, is pull Germany’s fangs. She 
will be a snake without fangs when this thing is 
over.’’

Women are slower, but more care- 
ful, said an official of the Mechanics 
and Metals Bank, so, although twice 
as many women as men are needed 
to do the same amount of work, the 
bank loses no money on extra salar- 
ies, because the women save run- 
dreds of dollars which had to be paid 
to the clearing house for the men’s 
mistakes, Each mistake costs $1, and 
the records show that sometimes 
men’s mistakes cost $26 or $30 a 
week. 

The average downtown bank has 
lost 20 per cent of its men, and 
taken on 40 per cent women. The 
Mechanics and Metals Bank now has

BE RECOMMENDED 


Aloe to Ask Aldermen to Request 
Governors of Missouri and 
Illinois to Act. 


A resolution asking the governors 
of Missouri and Illinois to name a 
bi-state milk commission, to investi- 
gate the conditions of milk produc- 
tion and distribution in the two 
states, will be introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen tomorrow by 
President Aloe. 

The proposed bi-state commission 
is to be modeled on the tri-state 
commission appointed by the gov- 
ernors of Pennsylvania, Mary'and 
and Delaware, which recently pub- 
lished the report of its findings, and 
which recommended that the milk 
business be treated, in future, on 
the basis of a public utility. 

The plan for a Missouri-Illinois 
commission was presented to Aloe 
by Louis F. Budenz, secretary of the 
Civic League, who showed him the 
report of the Pennsylvania-Mary- 
land-Delaware commission. The 
Board of Aldermen, through a spe- 
cial committee, is gow inquiring into 
milk prices. Its inquiry was occa- 
sioned by the increase in milk prices, 
which took effect Monday, from 11 
to 18 and 14 cents a quart. This 
increase came when the Illinois dairy 
owners raised the wholesale price of 
milk from $2.20 to $3.20 a hundred 
pounds (11.63 gallons). 

Calls Milk a Necessity. 

The Pennsylvania-Maryland-Dela- 
ware commission, in support of its 
proposal that the production and dis- 
tribution of milk be treated as a pub- 
lic utility, says milk is a necessity, 
and a supply of pure milk at a rea- 
sonable price is of vital public im- 
portance. 

In cities, the tri-state commission's 
report says, economies must be ef- 
fected by the handling of the milk 
distributing business .on a large 
scale. The economies which can be 
effected by a large milk establish- 
in bot- 
tling, in route service up to the point 
where one wagon has all the cus- 


tomers it can supply in the same 
neighborhood, motor truck distribu- 


tion, receiving stations, advertising, 
laboratory work and overhead 
charges. 


As a basis for legislation, the tri- 
state commission recommended that 
the accounts of the milk business 
should be kept in a form prescribed 
by the State, as commission merch- 
ants are required, in some states, to 
keep their accounts. The right of 
the State to examine the books and 
records is also insisted on, and the 
weekly publication of milk receipts 
is recommended, together with 
measures to insure the same price 
to all buyers. 

Production Cost Discussed. 

The cost of milk production is 
also discussed, and an answer is 
offered to a question which was 
raised in the inquiry into the price 
of St. Louis milk. This question is 
whether the dairy owner’ should 
charge the item of feed at the mar- 
ket price of the feed, or at the cost 
of raising it. The tri-state commis- 
sion holds that the feed is market- 
ed through the cow, and that the 
dairy owner is entitled to figure the 
feed at the price for which it would 
sell at the barn, not in the city 
market. 

Because of its co-operative inter- 
state character the tri-state commis- 
sion was able to get information 
which a local body, like the St. Louis 
aldermanic committee, would not be 
able to get. Clyde L. King, who was 
chairman of the tri-state commis- 
sion, is now in charge of the Milk 
Department of the Federal Food Ad- 
ministration, under Administrator 
Hoover. 


H.-G, WELLS THINKS GERMANS 


CAN BE DRIVEN OUT OF AIR 


America and Allies Can Put Gp Ten 
Such Fighters to Teutons One, 
Novelist Declares. 

LONDON, Oct. 4.—H. G. Wells, 
writing to the Daily Mail upon the 
vital importance of highly skilled 
airmen as a decisive factor in the 
war, says America and her allies can 
put up 10 such fighters to Germany’s 
one, and that, by a concentration of 
effort upon this feature of warfare, 
Germany can be driven out of the 
air entirely. 

“I doubt,” says Wells, “if the cen- 
tral Powers were to comb out every 
possible man for this service’ that 
they could put up more than a very 
few thousand first-class air fighters. 
[ am inclined to think the figures 
would be in hundreds rather than in 
thousands, for they must have wast- 
ed their best youths heavily. 

“In addition to our probably su- 
perior resources in Europe we have 
all America to draw from in this 
contest. We have reckoned upon all 
sorts of shortages as possible factors 
in the overthrow of German im- 
perilalism, but have we reckoned ful- 
ly upon this possibility of a shortage 
of German air fighters? 

“Is it not possible to press the air 
war so hard and so to concentrate on 
air attacks as to bring the German 
airmen to the breaking point, and to 
run the Germans right out of the 
air? I believe the side that can 
dominate the air can dominate the 
artillery conflict and the whole 
ground battle. It follows, therefore, 
that the certain way to beat the other 
side in war is to produce more first- 
class fighting airmen.”
